expectation of that glorious day when 
tbe gold shall be frmqd—not fonrjd ID 
thest Kif-agM measures.

The e^lablisTaient consists of 
a barroom and oaf 6 on the ground 
floor and a restaurant on the floor 
abova The proprietor has been in 
the hotel and restaurant business 
for more than a quarter of a centu- 
ry and declares that, as a class, his 
present patrons are the most profit- 
able he haa ever hid 


At any time of tha day or night 


waiters of almost every nationality, 
waiters with smooth faces, waiters 
with mutton chop beards, waiters 
with pompadours and others with 
well oiled hair may be found drink- 
ing and dining in the Gastronomic 
Exchange. There were 46 there at 
one time last Monday evening Most 
of them looked prosperous. 


The absence of the white caps of 


the cooks and the aprons and jack- 
ets of the waiters makes a marked 
change in their appearance, and a 
stranger, not knowing the character 
of the resort, would with difficulty 
recognize among these well dressed 
men standing at the bar or sipping 
coffee and smoking at the tables the 
men whom he had been tipping aft- 
er his meals. 


Not all of the men have a pros 


perous appearance. 
Occasionally 


one is seen whose clothes are some- 
what shabby. He belongs to the 
ranks of the unemployed, and he 
hangs about the restaurant in the 
hope of getting work, for, although 
the Gastronomic Exchange is not an 
employment bureau, so famous has 
it become that hotel and restaurant 
keejicrs of Xew York and neighbor- 
ing otJe« i-eek their cooks and wait- 
ers theie when they require help IE 
a hurry 


In this queer restaurant the pat- 


rons talk t-hop as tl.ey eat, drink 
and play ctril* It is a sort of cooks' 
and waiters' club. They talk of the 
advantageh and disadvantages of 
their different places of employ- 
ment, how easy or difficult their 
work is. the salaries they receive, 
above all, how liberal with tips the 
patrons of the different places are 


As might be expected, the waiter* 


in the Gastronomic Exchange have 
most unenviable positions, and the 
lot of the cooks is even harder 
They complain, and justly, that the 
patrons are a most exacting class. 
It does not take the customers long 
to detect faults in the cooking and 
service, and they are not in the least 
backward in speaking about them. 
A steak not done to a turn is prompt 
ly returned to the overworked 
cooks, with more minute instruc- 
tions than were ever given by an 
ordinary diner 


One of the strangest features of 


the place is the tipping. The waiter 
patrons tip the waiters who servo 
them just as they themselves are 
tipped when they are at work. — 
New York Letter in St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch.

ol the (•overuun ut siege, the president

accentuated the demand by all sorts of 
terocions threats. It was iu the height 
of this melee that a man who had been 
counseling tho financial depnty of the 
commune rode np, adorned by a red Bush 
and other insignia of the terrorists.

killing of the hostages in La Roqnette. 
He recognized Barnato as the emissary 
gent by the commune to the Bank of 
France, and tho know ledge enabled him 
to get in on the ground floor of the dia- 
mond deal. The tale goes on to tell tnat 
Barnato, who fignred as F^lis Barnctte, 
had falltu desperately in lovo with a 
figurante in the Foliea Bergcres just as 
the war of 187p broke out; that he bad 
lingered in Paris, became a member of 
one of the "Red" societies, exploited 
the ardrut patriotism of bis coworkeis 
and succeeded iu getting several nut- 
lions of tbe cash he lud forced fr< m the 
Bank of France. 
The tale, whether 


true or not, is by no means so improb- 
able as the actual facts known in the 
man's mastery of tbe African diamond 
yields, for to do that be was forced to 
put himself against snch schemers as 
Cecil Rhodes and to contend with 
the "dour" shiftiness of the Boers, and 
particularly with that astute old fox 
Uncle Kruger.

now pay more for his goods. 


Flour la the basis of the leadjast- 


it aad its higher price, traces of 


coarse, directly back to the jump In 
the wheat market. Every cent that 
wheat has advaaeed In the quotations 
has meant an advance of 5 cente oa a 
barrel of floor. The ratio In which 
flour has been marked up la that 


hlch also rules In the changed 


prices of •» preparations made from 
'heat. 
Cold figure* bring the application 


better to the understanding of the 
consumer, upon whom the burden of 
prosperity will fall. From this time 
on flour that has been aelllng from •* 
to 15 t barrel will omniend upward 
of 96, None of the high grades of 
flour can henceforth be bought under 
a5.75. 


On a percentage estimate all cereal 


goods, the most essential from a pro- 
vision standpoint, have been marked 
up 25 and 35 per cant, in the last 
three months. In some eases the In- 
crease had bean gradual, in others it 
has come abruptly inside of two or 
three weeks. Wheat goods have nat- 
urally experienced the extreme of 
suddenness. 


The grocery products of corn and 


oats have nevertheless climbed up- 
ward to nearly the same limiting per 
cent., though the time taken has 
been longer. 


The food necessaries of life are, 


fortunately for the poor—who at the 
conservative estimate of dealers them- 
selves will not receive the benefits of 
better times for at least a year yet- 
nearly all domestic products. Had 
tariff and the business man's prosper, 
ity come together the lot of the city 
consumer at this particular moment 
would be one of worse than hard 
times severity. Coffee and tea re- 
main at practically the old prices, 
but sugar is again entitled to take 
place among the luxuries. 


A blow that comes perhaps hard- 


eat of all to the small householder is 
the price of potatoes. Wholesalers 
are buying the tubers at 55 cents a 


to the car load, and in turn 


disposing of them to the retailers at 
an. average of 65 cents a bushel. 
The one who eata is paying 20 cento 
a peck, 80 cents a bushel, or is going 
hungry. A year ago at this time 
the highest retail price commanded 
was 25 cents a bushel. The local

four years 181)0-3 the deaths from 
lightning numbered 784, or an aver- 
age of 196 a year. Again. Mr. H. 
F. Krotzer of St. Louie found from 
the record of nearly 200 newt-paperd 
that for the five year* lt-.S3-8 there 
were 1,030 deaths caused by light- 
ning, or an average of 205 a year. 
We doubt whetber of the number of 
deaths classed as ''accidental" in 
the whole United States any one 
group can show so email a number. 
In New York city alone over 200 
people are drowned every year, 
while nearly 150 are burned or 
scalded to death, and close to 500 
persons meet their end l.y falls of 
one kind or another. Comparing 
the record of 200 lightning fatalities 
for the whole country with the 
above records for New York city, 
with its total of nearly 1.500 acci- 
dental deaths every year, it will be 
seen how groundless is the popular 
fear of lightning. It is a survival, 
an inherited superstition. 


But there is anothei point in con- 


nection with this matter 
which 


ought to be particularly comforting 
to city clwtllers, albeit country 
dwellers may not be affected in a 
like manner, and that is that statis- 
tics s-how that the risk of lightning 
is rive times greater in the country 
than in the city. The cause of this 
immunity for city dwellers is not 
far to sock. 
It is doubtless clue t<> 


the predominance of metal roofs, 
the well grounded water pipeb in 
houses, ami probably as much as 
anything to the protective network 
of overhead electric wires of all 
kinds. 


The popular belief that a stroke 


of lightning is invariably fatal is 
also not borne out by f acts. Indeed, 
one record specially devoted to this 
feature shows that of 212 persons 
struck only 74 were killed. 
Taking 


it all in all, there seems to be no 


e groundless popular fear than 


that of lightning. Imleed. if one can 
go by statistics, the risk of meeting 
death by a harse kick in New York 
is over 50 per cent greater than that 
of death by lightning. Yet with all 
the weight of statistics against its 
deodlines-s lightning will probably 
continue to scare people as hereto- 
fore. Perhaps, after all, there may 
be a more direct cause than the 
mere psychological one usually as- 
cribed to it, and that is the fact that 
many people of nervous tempera- 
ment are affected hours before the 
approach of a thunderstorm and 
thus rendered particularly power- 
less to stand the strain which more 
or lees affects even the most phleg- 
matic natures during a disturbance 
in the heavens.—New York Times.

Chemical investigation has brought 


to notice recently a now element called 
bythioni, according to an announce 
went by Theodore Gross in tbe German 
technical organs. A fused mixture of 
silver sulphide aud silver chloride IB 
electrolyzed in a nitrogen atmosphere 
by using platinum electrodes free from 
indium. In this melt is found a dark 
gray powder, insoluble in aqna regia. 
and in ammonia. Fused with alkaline 
carbonate it gives a melt soluble in 
hydrochloric acid, from which hydro- 
gen sulphide gives a brown precipitate. 
The yield of this new substance is said. 
to be 5 per cent of the original sulphur 
nsert, and, from the fact that thpro is & 
corresponding la* of sulphur, it is con- 
sidered that this bythium is formed t>v 
the decomposition of sulphur. It is ad- 
mitted, however, that since there is a 
small, or 8 per cent only, loss of chlo- 
rine in tho electrolytic reaction it is 
possible that bythium may be formed by 
the decomposition of chlorine. Future 
experiments with this new element will 
be looked for with interest

eter at the base (ground) This usually 
requires 50 or 60 Bundles. Next, instead 
of getting up on this shock, or stack 
bottom, and having some one pitch the 
bundles to me while I lay them down 
horizontally, as is usually don», I re- 
main on the ground and continue there 
till the last handle is placed, when a 
ladder is leaned against the stack and 
the top tied 


I begin the topping oat process by 


grasping a bundle with both hands and 
lifting it, say, three feet from the 
ground — laying or, more properly speak- 
ing, standing — it on one of the bundles 
of the last or outside course of shock or 
stack bottom. I continue m this •way, 
walking around the stack and placing 
boodles "aide by side," until I come 
around to the stating place. This com- 
pletes the first elevated course. The 
butts of this course being about three 
feet from the ground, brings them to a 
point about where the bundles under- 
neath are tied. See cut 


The handles for the next or second 


elevated coarse are placed in order by 
means of a two tined pitchfork. The 
butts of this course are about six feet 
from the ground, and, like the bntts of 
the first elevated course, come to about 
the middle of the bandies underneath. 


The bntts of the third or last course. 


consisting of, say, eight or ten bandies, 
are placed about nine feet from the 
ground. This makes a stack about 14 
feet in height. When the last course is 
placed in order, the top of the stack la 
securely tied in two places — one within 
u toot or two of the extreme top and 
the other around the bntts of the top

Two men are not required to pnt np 


this kind of a stack 
I bnilt ten such 


stacks this year myself without any as 
slstance. I put la about 130 bundles IL

In stacking in this way there arc nc 


bundles lying down with butts sticking 
outward, as in stacks as usually bailt 
They all stand up in an almost perpen- 
dicular form — bntts down, tops np. The 
bundles having so much "pitch1 they 
shed the water perfectly 


In feeding from huch a stack 1 ubgm 


with the ground course, as the bundles 
may be easily pulled ont. The top 
bundles remam untouched till the last, 
thas leaving no part of the stack ex 
posed to the weather 


I adopted this plan three or four 


years ago and like it quite well. Its ad 
vantages are (1) The bundles having 
so much pitch they shed the water com- 
pletely 
(3) In feeding therefrom the 


bottom bundles are fed first and the top 
left to protect the stack till the last 
(3) One man can take the bundles from 
the wagon and construct such a stack

In the Icma Homestead this question 


has recently been answered by 23 cor 
respondents representing the states of 
Iowa, Missouri, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Wisconsin. The opinion of the jcajoritr 
seems to be that it does not pay to thrash 
ont of the shook The man who caunot 
build a stack so it will keep will find 
that it pays him to thrash ont of the 
shock, while the farmer who can build 
a good stack may find that stacking 
paya him and be of the opposite opinion 
There are conditions that may make it 
favorable to thrash ont of the shock If 
the entire neighborhood is thrashing out 
of the shock, it may be well for yon to, 
or you may not get help when you wish 
to thrash. There is a great deal of loss 
in leaving the grain out in the shock 
while waiting for a machine, and 
thrashing ont of the shock sometimes 
prevents a neighbor, who has to help 
others thrash, from stacking. There is 
only one safe way to thrash ont of the 
shock, and that is by the whole n»igh 
borhood organizing into a club All are 
to thrash out of the shock The machine 
is to begin at one place and each time 
go to the next nearest neighbor until 
they are all through. All go with the 
machine until done.

CURIOUS INSECT. 


A Butterfly That Eqjor* Only Five Boon 


of Ufa. 


It is in August that the naturalists 


Observe the marvelous insect which is 
born, reproduces und dies in the period 
of a single night, on the bank* of the 
Marne, of tho beiue, and of the Rhine 
It is the ephemi rt. of whu b Siranirner 
dam hxs written and which is spoken 
of in Aristotle 


The lift; of this insect does not last 


beyond four or hve hours. It dies to 
ward 11 o'clock in the evening, after 
taking tht form of a butterfly about six 
hours after midday 
It is true, how 


ever, that before taking this form it 
ban lived three years in that of a worm, 
which keeps always near the border of 
water in the holes which it makes in 
the mud 


The change of this worm in the 


water to uu ephemere which flies IB so 
sudden that onu has not the time to see 
it If one takes the worm in 'he water, 
the hand cannuc be taken away before 
the change is made unless by pressing 
the worm slightly in the region of the 
chest 
By this means it can be taken 


from the water before the change takes 
place 


The ephemere, 
after 
leaving 
the 


water, seeks a place where it can divest 
itM'lf of a Cue membrane or veil, which 
entirely covers it. This second change 
takes place in the air. 


The ephemere. assists itself with the 


point cf its little nails as firmly as it 
can 
It makes a movement si mil \r to 


that of a shiver, then the skin on the 
middle of the back breaks apart, the 
\ving* slip out of their sheath, as we 
sometimes take off our gloves by turn- 
ing tbetu inside out 
After tliih strip- 


ping the epheinere begins to fly Some 
tiuiiH u holds itself straight np on the 
surface of the water ou the end of its tali, 
flapping its wings one against the 
other 
It takfts no nourishment in tho 


fi\e or sn hours which are the limit of 
its life. It seems to have been formed 
bat tomnltiph, for u does iiot leave 
its state of 3 worm until it is ready to 
deposit its eggs, and it dies as soou as 
they are deposited 


In three days' time one bees apppar 


and die all species of ephcmeres. They 
last sometimes until the, hub day. for 
tho reason that suing malady has affect 
ed hOnie of them and pr?\ ents them from 
changing at the same time as the 
other*. —Exchange.

A Pansy Bffd. 


There is much pleasure in store for 


those that have never owned and stud- 
ied a pansy bed, and even r..ore for 
those that kuow just how ninch joy is 
iu such a possession. 


If you have a hotbed, sow pansy seed 


there" iu August, Transplant until they 
are five or six inches apart. Protect 
with mats on outside and paper on in- 
side during cold weather, or, instead of 
paper, give n lipht covering of leaves, 
which should not be packed closely 
Give air uud light on warm, finuuy 
days. 


Very early in spring the protection 


may be rrmovcil, and, if carefully wa- 
tered and .siu'ltiTtul from the noontide 
Min, tho pansies will soou be blooming. 
.An soon as the frost is out of the ground 
they may be transplanted to tho garden. 
Make the bed rich with old, line, sta- 
ble manure.
